The general m ar­ 
ket sold off after the opening in sympa­ 
thy with the break in Sngar, which ef­ 
fectually dominated the tone of the 
m arket all day. When Sugar rebounded 
the room traders all turned to the bull 
side ami kiq t prices up on a small vol­ 
ume of dealings. 
There were move­ 
ments in *]ieciai stocks designed to help 
on an advance, notably in Missouri Pa­ 
cific, Pennsylvania, Wabash preferred 
and the grangers, bat it was noticeable 
that the buying demands showed a 
marked falling off on any advances. 
Baying orders came in on the early de­ 
clines. but later iu the day the m arket 
continued dull. 
The introduction in congress of a res­ 
olution for a committee to investigate 
the steel and wire episode and the New 
York Stock exchange may have had 
some influence in the late reaction. 
The announcement of a small engage­ 
ment of gold for export to Europe had 
very little influence. The gold, which 
amounted to $500,000, is believed to be 
destined for Paris. 
Discounts in Lindon were slightly 
easier, but money in New York also 
showed further relaxation, loans for 60 
to 90 days being quoted at 3 per cent, 
aud four to six months at 3L8 per cent 
on mixed collateral. 
The gain by the

ti mt a former member of congress, who 
was a member of the appropriations 
committee, had been a holder of the 
stocks and bonds of the company.

He atli led to the scandal by charging 
thct a block of stock had been sent as a 
New Year’s gift to asmear relative of an­ 
other member of congress, but, to the 
credit of the member, he said the dis­ 
honoring gift had been returned to the 
sender by the next mail.

The general m ar­ 
ket sold off after the opening in sympa­ 
thy with the break in Sugar, which ef­ 
fectually dominated the tone of the 
market all day. When Sugar rebounded 
the room tm*'ors all turned to the bull 
side and kej t prices up on a small vol­ 
ume of dealings. 
There were move­ 
ments in sjierial stocks designed to help 
on an advance, notably in Missouri Pa- 
cific, Pennsylvania, Wabash preferred 
and the grangers, but it w as noticeable 
that 
the buying demands showed a 
marked falling off on any advances. 
Buying orders came in on the early de­ 
clines. bur later iii the day the market 
continued dull. 
The introduction in congress of a res­ 
olution for a committee to investigate 
the steel and wire episode and the New 
York Stock exchange 
m a y have had 
some influence in the late reaction. 
The announcem ent of a small engage­ 
ment of gold for export to Europe had 
very little influence. 
The gold, which 
amounted to *500,000, is believed to be 
destined for Paris.

In accounts of chimney tires it Is 
common to read that tin* fire was ex­ 
tinguished by throwing salt down the 
chimney. 
Salt is used because there 
is liberated from it when it comes into 
contact with the lire a gun that within 
au inclosed space like a chimney is 
very 
effective 
in cxtinguisliiug fire. 
The primary purpose iu throwing salt 
or anything else down a burning chim­ 
ney is to dislodge I lie burning soot, 
chimney fires being caused by tlie igni­ 
tion of the soot clinging to the inside 
of tlie chimney. 
Salt is used for this 
purpose not alone been use of its pecul­ 
iar effectiveness, but also because it is 
so me tiling available for tin* purpose 
that can commonly la* found at hand 
in a house. 
It is thrown down the 
chimney iu such a m anner that it will 
rattle down the sides aud by its weight 
knock down the soul and sparks cling 
ing to the chimney's insides. 
A bucket of saiul lias been put to the 
same use \\ itli good cff«*et, and some­ 
times a scuttle of coal lias been poured 
down the chimney, tin* coal l*0'ind!ug 
about from side to side as it dropped 
aud 
so 
doing

effectively. 
Sometimes a brick Is taken from the 
chimney itself and. tied to a clothes­ 
line. is hauled up aud down tin* chim ­ 
ney. with the same result. 
At the 
hearth below or at the bottom of the 
chimney wherever the sparks may fail 
then* is stationed a man with a pail of 
water to put out whatever fire may 
drop. 
W ater is not played ou a chim­ 
ney fire from a hose because It is uot 
uccessitry. ami tin* water would do 
more dam age than the tire. 
Tin* dam age caused by a fire in a 
chimney wheu it is confined there Is 
nothiug or next to nothing. Left aloue, 
however, a chimney fire might work its 
way luto a budding aud so prove de­ 
structive, and therefore slight as they 
may be iu themselves or as they might 
be io their consequences chimney fires 
are alw ays put out aud conimouly iu 
the m anner described. -Exchauge.

The Filipinos were quickly 
put to flig h t, leaving the field strewn 
with armor. 
Their riflemen were una­ 
ble to shoot straight, aud the bolomen 
never got near enough to the Ameri­ 
cans to do any execution. 
Therefore 
Bone of th e Americans were wounded. 
Lieutenant Balch, w ith 20 cavalry­ 
men from tim Thirty-seventh regiment, 
cornered 50 bolomen in a river and shot 
every one, the bodies floating away. 
One soldier had his head struck off with 
a bolo. 
General Bell’s two regim ents arc hard 
worked in clearing the country. 
They 
meet with many small squads of Bolo­ 
men. and last week killed a total of 125. 
A squadron of the Eleventh cavalry is 
about leaving Manila on board the 
I tntusjiort Leunox to reinforce them. 
The insurgents keep the province in a 
state of terror, aud are wreaking ven­ 
geance on natives who trade with rho 
Americans, burning many villages, in­ 
cluding the populous town of San Fer­ 
nando. 
General Bell has issued a proclama­ 
tion declaring that he w ill retaliate re­ 
lentlessly unless this guerrilla warfare 
ceases and that he w ill burn all the 
towns which harbor guerrillas. 
In a fight at Sorgogon, Albay .prov­ 
ince. April IO, three companies of the 
Forty-seventh 
infantry, Captain Gor­ 
don commanding, routed a large force 
of insurgents, mostly bolomen, killing 
68. 
The plans of General Otis have not 
been announced, but it is understood he 
intends to .sail on the Meade or the 
Grant early in May.
